Washington, D. Sept. 8.— Secretary 
Alger has requested tne President to order 
a thorough and searching investigation of 
the War department. In this request the 
Secretary has been joined by General Corbin. 

No decision has been reached yet by the 
President as to what course he will pursue. 
He has the request of Secretary Alger under 
consideration, but has not yet determined 
whether he will grant it or not. 

Secretary Alger had a long conference 
with the President tonight before leaving 
the city and impressed upon him his earnest 
desire that an investigation such as he had 
requested be ordered The question was 
thoroughly discussed in all of its phases. 
Secretary Wilson participated in the con- 
ference and General Corbin was present dur- 
ing a greater part of the time. 

It seems now not unlikely that the investi- 


gation will be ordered, but it is the wish of 
the President to further consider the matter.

New York, Sept. 8.—[{Special.]—A dispatch 
to the Journal from Washington says the 
danger of war with the Philippine insur- 
gents was discussed at the White House 
by the Secretary of War, the acting Secre- 
tary of the Navy, and the President.

“I am fully satisfied with the transporta- 
tion treatment we are receiving,” is the 
statement of Colonel Turner.

The train will reach Buffalo at 10 o'clock 
tomorrow morning and will arrive in Chi- 
cago on Saturday morning between 8 and 9 
o'clock over the Lake Shore and Michigan 
Southern railroad. 

The public greetings, which began in New 
York with a chorus of tug and steamboat 
whistles as the ferryboat bore the regiment 
across the harbor, have continued all along 
the route.

SEIZE CARS. 


Sept. 8.—[Special.]— Send 
troop care or I'll seize them.“ 

This startling message from Colonel Tur- 
ner of the First Illinois astonished the offi- 
clals of the Long Island railroad when it 
reached them. It spurred them on and they 
complied. That is the reason, it is said, 
that the First Illinois Volunteers were en- 
abled to be now on their way to their homes. 

When the troops reached Long Island City 
this morning shortly before 5 o’clock they 
had been on the cars for ten hours, coming 
from Camp Wikoff at Montauk Point. 

The men were exhausted and two hundred 
of them were so overcome by fatigue and 
the hardships they had undergone that they 
had to be helped from the care and carried 
on stretchers to a hospital tent rigged up by 
the Red Cross society near the ferry in Long 
Island City.

The regiment received a continued greet- 
ing during the trip to Jersey City. There 
Was one continuous roar of whistles.

Refreshments Are Served Out at 
Bellaire to the Illinois 
it Regiment. 


MANY SICK ARE oN THE CARS 


Bellaire, O., Sept. 8.—[Special.]—The Sev- 
enth Illinois Volunteer Infantry left here 
at 6 p. m. this evening in five trains of four- 
teen coaches each, going west over the Bal- 
timore and Ohio road. 

The regiment arrived at Benwood Junction, 
W. Va., at 12 o’clock today, and had to re- 
main for six hours, waiting orders before 
they could be sent west. 

The soldier boys, knowing they had plenty 
of time to see the sights in the great iron 
manufactories in the City of Benwood, left 
their cars, and, forming in regular order, 
marched through the principal streets 600 
strong, 

The people swarmed from their homes to 
greet the boys in blue, and the enthusiasm 
knew no bounds. The soldiers got one of 
the grandest receptions ever accorded a 
body of men in that city. The welcome 
given the soldiers took on a national char- 
acter, such a body of troops not having been 
seen in this section of the Ohio Valley since 
the closing of the civil war. 

The Mayor of Ben wood and citizens in gen- 
eral treated the boys in the most hospitable 
manner, giving them refreshments and pres- 
ents. Flags were hoisted in their honor, and 
the public schools were dismissed so that 
the children could pay homage to our sol- 
dier boys. 

At 6 elock the soldiers were called to their 
quarters and orders given for the trains to 
move. At the stations at Ben wood Junction 
and Bellaire nearly 2,000 people assembled 
to bid them farewell. At the last named city 
‘cheer after cheer went up from the immense 


crowd that had gathered to see the troops 


leave for Chicago.

Prendergast, chairman of the Reception 
committee, will introduce Mayor Harrison 
and State’s Attorney Deneen, who will make 
welcoming addresses at the railway station 
on behalf of the people of the city and coun- 
ty. The boys are assured in advance the 
speeches will not be long enough to delay the 
luncheon. The parade through the streets, 
‘which will be cleared by the police, will fol- 
low as soon as the disembarkation can be 
completed. The Tremont House has offered 
the use of its banquet-room, which seated 500 
at table on the occasion of the last Jackson 
day dinner, and all the other dining-rooms 
in the house. Nicholas D. Laughlin of the 
hotel management estimates the banquet- 
room will accommodate the entire regiment, 
as the luncheon will be eaten standing, but 
he will see to it that there is plenty of room. 

Another committee of friends of the regi- 
ment met and arranged to give the troops 
a breakfast in the railway station before the 
march to the hotel. 


At Noon, Says Kavanagh. 


The non-arrival of the regiment was a 
great disappointment to the Reception com- 
mittee and hundreds who have relatives in 
the command. Thecommittee had arranged 
to leave yesterday by the 10:25 a. m. train, 
and Mayor Harrison was on hand promptly 
at the appointed hour to make the trip and 
extend the men a welcoming hand. Nat- 
urally the plans of the committee were dis- 
arranged greatly, but the committee only 
determined to carry them out in more com- 
plete form whenever the regiment should 
arrive. The advices as to the whereabouts 
of the Seventh and the probable hour of ar- 
rival were conflicting. One report had it 
the military train would begin to reach the 
outskirts of the city at 2 or à a. m. The rail- 
way people declared it ought to arrive by 
7 or 8 o'clock, Colonel Kavanagh, how- 
ever, telegraphed from Grafton, W. Va., 
„ arrive. noon Friday. Thirty sick.“ It 
was agreed to have everything in readiness 
by 11 o’clock at the latest, but it is believed 
the arrival will be delayed until nearly noon. 

The best information obtainable was that, 
owing to a misunderstanding between the 
Philadelphia and Reading and the Baltimore 
and Ohio railways the regiment had been 
sidetracked between Camp Meade and 
Grafton. The latter point was reached 
about noon. It is 566 miles from Chicago, 
More disappointed than the Reception com- 
mittee were the wives, mothers, sisters, and 
other relatives and friends of the soldiers, 
who gatherd at the station long before the 
train was supposed to be due, and could 
hardly be persuaded to return home. 


Complete Arrangements Made.

Gobin on the War Problem. 


In his annual address Commander-in- 
Chief Gobin reviewed the Spanish war and 
congratulated President McKinley and Sec- 
retary Alger upon its successful termina- 
tion. Continuing, he said: 

It is suggested that we admit into mem- 
bership with the Gfand Army of the Repub- 
lic the soldiers of the war with Spain, re- 
gardless of other qualifications, the principal 
reason being that in this way the Grand 
Army of the Republic could be continued 
and preserved as an organization even after 
every member who had joined it under its 
present system had been mustered out. 

It occurs to me that there is no reason 
for altering the rules and regulations of our 
organization or changing its distinctive 
character for any such purpose. The object 
of the Grand Army of the Republic is fully 
set forth in our rules and regulations, our 
rituals, and our charges, and will all have 


are now authorized to compose it are no 
longer factors within it. Many of them, 
and more of their sons, are in the army at 
this time, and have contributed magnifi- 
cently to the success of the operations which 
resulted in so glorious a peace. 

They will doubtless, if they have not al- 
ready done so, organize a society of their 
own, but there can be no merit in their be- 
coming members of our organization, 
founded under different auspices, and based 
entirely upon different principles. When 
the Grand Army of the Republic has ful- 
filled its mission it should cease to exist. 
The only organization of its kind in the 
world’s history, with its records complete, 
its membership all united in the unknown 
beyond, there is no reason why it should not 
be finally closed and the taps sound its last 
requiem. 

“It has been urged by well-meaning com- 
rades to propose the return of the flags 
captured during the war, presumably to the 
States recently in rebellion. I cannot but 
deprecate any agitation of this question.

OColonel Sexton’s Career. 


Colonel James A. Sexton, the newly elected 


Commander-in-Chief, was born in Chicago 
on the Sth day of January. 1844. When 
President Lincoln, in April, 1861, issued his 
famous cali for 75,000 volunteers to put 
down the rebellion, Colonel Sexton was 
among the first to respond, and enlisted on 
the 19th day of April, 1861, as a private sol- 
dier. He was then only 17 years old. After 
three months’ service he reönlisted in the 
Sixty-seventh Regiment [Illinois Infantry 
Volunteers, and was commissioned a First 
Lieutenant in E Company. He was later 
transferred to the Seventy-second Regiment 
IIlinols Volunteers, and was made Captain 
of D Company. He served in Ransome’s 
brigade, McArthur’s division, Seventeenth 
Army Corps of the Army of the Tennessee, 
and participated in nearly all its campaigns, 
sieges, and battles. 

As a regimental commander he fought his 
regiment in the battles of Columbia, Duck 
River, Spring Hill, Franklin, and Nashville, 
and throughout the Nashville campaign. 

In 1865 he was assigned to duty on the 
staff of Major General A. J. Smith, the com- 
mander of the Sixteenth Army Corps, and 
remained with Smith until the end of the 
war, when he was honorably 
from the service in August, 1865. 

Upon the assault and capture of the Span- 
ish fort, Mobile, Ala., April 8, 1865, he had 
his left leg broken below the knee, being

RUBBER BOOT JOBBERS MEET. 


Western Dealers Form an Association 


— Banquet at the Grand 
Pacific, 


Western jobbers of rubber boots and shoes 


from Chicago, St. Louis, Kansas City, Oma-. 
ha, St. Paul, Minneapolis, Toledo, Cleve- 


land, Milwaukee, Detroit, Grand Rapids, 
and other prominent Western cities met at 
the Grand Pacific yesterday and formed a 
combination called the Wholesale Rubber 
Boot and Shoe Dealers’ Association of the 
West, the purpose of which is to prevent 
price cutting, which, it is declared, has been 
carried to a disastrous extent in the territory 
named.

LADY ELGIN HORROR RECALLED 


Thirty-eighth Anniversary. of the 
Lake Disaster Brings to Mind the 
Great Loss of Life. 


Yesterday was the thirty-eighth anniver- 
sary of the sinking of the Lady Elgin in 
Lake Michigan off Winnetka, one of the 
most appalling disasters of the great lakes. 
Nearly 300 lives were lost and only ninety- 
eight of the pasengers saved. 

The Lady Elgin was @ passenger steamer 
running from Chicago to Mackinac and Lake 
Superior points. Friday night, Sept. 7, 1860, 
the boat left Chicago with an excursion 
party of 300 for Milwaukee and fifty cabin 
passengers for Mackinac and northern re- 
sorts. About midnight while a heavy sea 
was running the Lady Elgin collided in the 
inky darkness with the lumber schooner 
Augusta three or four miles off Winnetka, 

The first ‘intelligence’ of the disaster to 
reach Chicago was when the Augusta, leak- 
ing badly and with its headgear gone, came 
into the river Saturday morning and re- 
ported that on the night previous it had 
collided head on with a large steamer some- 
where off Evanston. About the same time 
word came that wreckage and dead bodies 
were being washed ashore on the beach at 
Winnetka. Special trains took hundreds of 
citizens and relatives of those who had 
sailed on the Lady Elgin to Winnetka. A 
terrific gale was raging on the lake that 
morning, but in spite of the terrible ham- 


mering of the waves heroes plunged into 


the surf and rescued some of the passengers 
washed ashore lashed to pleses of timbers 
and ship’s furniture. 

The survivors said that within a half ho 
after the colHsion the Lady Ein began to 
break up, the hurricane deck floating off 
and the hulk going to the bottom with a tre- 
mendous noise. The passengers had hur- 
riedly caught up life preservers or lashed 
themselves to portions of the woodwork. 
It was days before the waves had done with 
washing up the dead, and there was hardly 
any portion of the beach between Evanston, 
where a beautiful 3-months-old child was 
tossed up by the breakers, to a mile above 
Winnetka that one or more of the dead were 
not found. |

| SPAIN’S BILL FOR PEACE. 


TEXT OF THE.LAW AUTHORIZING SA- 
GASTA TO END THE WAR. 


Declares the Government Has to Bow 


Necessity—Peace Must Be Purchased 
at Cost of Cession of Territory and 
the Abandonment of Sovereign 
Rights—Signed by All the Ministers 
New Party Movement. 4 


London, Sept. 9.—According to the Maarid 
correspondent of the Times, the following is 
the text of the bill authorizing the govern- 
ment to conclude peace: 

“The reverses suffered by our arms in the 
unequal struggle to which we were driven in 
order to defend the honor of the nation and 
maintain its rights, deprived us at an early 
stage of the elements required for continu- 
ing the war. 

The bravery of our soldiers and sailors! 
proved insufficient, as did the calm attitude 
of the nation, ever ready to shed its blood 
and sacrifice its resources for the honor of 
the Spanish flag. 

„ Separated by wide seas from the terri⸗ 
tories it was our object to protect, and these 
territories being closely blockaded so that 
our few remaining ships could not reach 


is that an end must be put to the war. 

The sense of responsibility entailed by 
the preliminary peace negotiations has 
weighed most heavily on the government. 
Notwithstanding it fully appreciated@ its 
duty toward the country the government. 
has had to consent to these preliminary ne- 
gotiations, and to bow to the cruel sacrifices 
imposed by sheer necessity. For this reason, 
and because peace must be purchased at the 
cost of a cession of territory and the aban- 
denment of sovereign rights, the govern- 
ment has thought it expedient to sound the 
Cortes before concluding the treaty, the rati- 
fication of which will be duly notified to 
both chambers in accordance with consti-| 
tutional law. 

The government, whose moderate un- 
guage will not be found fault with by the 
representatives of the nations, limits itself 
to submitting to the Cortes the following bill, 
whose first and only article is: The gov-' 
ernment is authorized to renounce rights of 
sovereignty and to cede territory in the 
Spanish colonies in accordance with the 
peace preliminaries agreed upon with the 
government of the United States of Amer-| 
ica.’

INSIDE HISTORY FROM MILES. 

General Miles has come back from Porto 
Rico with plenty of fight in him still, as Sec- 
retary Alger has doubtless discovered. Be- 
fore the commanding General bad set foot 
on terra firma he had reiterated his criti- 
cism of the War department by freely ad- 
mitting the authorship of the interviews 
which Mr. Alger has so steadfastly refused 
to credit to him, and which are supposed to 
put their author in danger of a court-mar- 
tial. General Miles evidently does not 
mean either to be a scapegoat or to be 
robbed of any of his legitimate honors, In 
a long and formal statement given out by 
him to the reporters on board the Obdam 
he reviews his opinions and his acts from 
the beginning of the war, and incidentally 
reveals some interesting minor points of 
inside history while establishing the main 
point in controversy—the question whether 
he went to Santiago merely as a visitor or 
as the General in command. He presents 
ample proof to show that he was no lay 
figure in the negotiations ending in Toral’s 
wholesale surrender. 

In this document Miles admits that he was 
opposed from the first to sending an army 
to attack Havana. His grounds were that 
the time for such an attack had been wasted 
in Oongressional wrangles or lost in neces- 
gary preparations, and that it would be 
suicidal to rush an ill-prepared and undis- 
ciplined army into a fever hotbed like Ha- 
vana, defended as it was by 100,000 trained 
Spanish troops. He says he stood prac- 
tically alone in this position for several 
weeks. Finally he was called on to submit 
a plan in writing. He urged the equipping 
of the Cuban insurgents, thereby enabling 
them to harass the Spanish forces. Then 
the cry of “On to Havana.” was to be en- 
couraged, but as soon as the troop trans- 
ports were out of sight of land they were to 
be sailed as straight as steam power could 
take them to Porto Rico, and there the first 
and unexpected blow was to be struck. 
Having seized and occupied that island, the 
Cuban campaign, was to be opened about 
the beginning of September, or at the close 
of the rainy season. The bottling up of 
Cervera at Santiago changed this plan, but 
this was Miles’ project for the war as it now 
stands in the records. 1 | 
Whatever may be said of this ultra-con- 
servative scheme of campaign, the nation 
will be thankful to Cervera for changing it, 
for if General Miles had had his way we 
should only now be entering on the 4 4 
campaign of the war, with every prospect 
of its lasting through the winter. Instead 
of being on their way home the soldiers 
would be only now embarking for Havana, 
or Matanzas, or some other Cuban port. 
What would have happened on sending the 
emaciated and fever harassed men from 
home camps like Chickamauga to begin a 
Cuban campaign can easily be imagined. 
General Miles’ attempt to escape the fever 
by prolonging the war five or six months 
longer would have been a failure, and the 
Spaniards would have been so much more 
strongly fortified by this time that the war 
could never have been ended through a com- 


Concerning this surrender Genera] Miles 
gives some minute data in order to show 
that he was the responsible officer in all 
the negotiations, and that he left the honor 


tunate that General Miles should be obliged 
to herald his generosity so bluntly; but he 
certainly proves conclusively enough that 
“any pretense that he went there disrobed 
of his authority or official capacity is too 
childish to be considered by sensible men.” 
The President had given him verbal in- 
structions to go wherever he thought his 
presence was required. He had taken his 
intended Porto Rican army to Suntiago to 
reinforce Shafter, who was wavering and: 
on the point of falling back, and it was 
Miles’ reinforcements and his words to 
Toral that indyced the surrender of the 
Spanish army without further bloodshed. 
A dispatch from Secretary Alger is repro- 
duced showing that Miles was given writ- 
ten authority on July 13 either to accept 
Toral’s surrender or to conduct an assault 
on Santiago. Toral’s letter of surrender 
was also addressed to Miles. Certainly the 
commanding General has proof enough that 
he was not present at Santiago as a 
visitor.“ | 

It is to be hoped that this document of 
General Miles will set at rest the questions 
and quibbles over the proper distribution of 
responsibility and of glory in the Santiago 
campaign. If Secretary Alger wants to 
order a court-martial of Miles he will have 
to get into a less vulnerable position him- 


self,

Correa id for the future of Alaska 
ALASKA. the American Alaska, not 


the British Columbia gold 
fields. He confirms the report that impor- 
tant new deposits of gold have been found on 
the Koyukuk River, on the American side, 
and that the grasping policy of the Cana- 
dian officials is already defeating itself by 
causing a stampede of prospectors to United 
States territory. There is every reason to 
believe that Alaska will be found every bit 
as rich in gold and other mineral deposits as 
the Klondike and other regions of British 
Columbia, and that the resources on the 
American side will henceforth be rapidly de- 
veloped, owing to the more liberal treat- 
ment accorded to miners there. In striking 
proof of this theory Mr. Weare brings the 
announcement that rich veins of both copper 
and coal have been discovered. Hitherto it 
has been necessary to take all coal to Alaska 
from Puget Sound in sacks, and by the time 
it reached the Yukon country it was nearly 
as costly as flour is at home. Now it seems 
that a good grade of bituminous coal has 
been found along the upper Yukon, the vein 
in one instance being twenty-three feet 
thick. This indicates that there is plenty 
more of it in the same region. As soon as 
coal is discovered in sufficient quantities it 
wiil be possible to set up stamp mills and be- 
gin quartz mining, which promises millions 
where placer mining gives thousands. No 
less important is the discovery of copper 
along the Tananah River in such rich veins 
as to promise a great and new source of 
wealth in Alaska. Now that prospectors 
are beginning to be convinced that they have 
better chances and better treatment on the 
American side it will not be long before 
there will be other rich strikes on United 
States soil discounting the Klondike. The 
Canadian Government will then discover 
too late that it laid too onerous burdens on 
enterprise, 


_BLANCO’S EXACTION OF DUTIES. 

It is a pity that a few battleships and 
cruisers cannot be sent into Havana har- 
bor to teach the Spanish authorities there 
a lesson for which they are evidently suf- 
fering.

FARE IN SPAIN. seem to be having a grand 
monkey and parrot time at 
Madrid.

The Spanish army 
officers feel sore because Count d’Almenas 
refused to recognize them, addressing his 
greetings only to the soldiers. I did not ad- 
dress the Generals,“ he said, because they 
showed themselves incapable of leading sol- 
diers to battle, or of showing them how to 
fall worthily on the field.”” The notorious 
Weyler finds himself at home in this sort of 
battle, and, on this occasion, he contributed 
to the hubbub by declaring that all the mis- 
takes in Cuba were to be blamed upon the 
politicians at the head of the government. 
Undoubtedly this is true as far as it covers 
the act of sending Weyler there to govern 
the island. The trouble with the quarréling 
and backbiting factions at Madrid is that 
they are all tarred with the same stick. 
Both military men and politicians are unfit 
to have anything to do with colonies. Now 
that they have been driven out of the West 
Indies one can afford to look on with com- 
placency. while they fight each other. Itisa 
case of dog eat dog. 


THE SITUATION AT MANILA. 
Advices received ih Washington from 
Manila indicate that a grave situation has 
arisen there in consequence of the attitude 
which Aguinaldo has assumed towards the 
American forces. So irritating has the con- 


uct of the insurgent leader become in 


rusting himself within the territory 
placed under American control by the terms 
of the peace protocol that General Otis, 
who has been left in command by the de- 
parture of General Merritt, has given him 
notice to withdraw his troops from the sub- 
urbs of Manila within twenty-four hours 
under pain of being ejected by force. 
From the first few weeks after Admiral 
Dewey's arrival at Manila Aguinaldo has 
indicated that he was acting under a strange 
misconception of his rights, with a perverse 
disposition to obtrude himself where he was 
not wanted, or that he was influenced by 
some power hostile to American interests. 
A significant feature of his arrogant atti- 
tude has donsisted in the fact that it began 
on the arrival of the German fleet in Manila 
Bay and has been maintained, with some 
modifications, ever since. Whether he is 
seeking to make trouble for the purpose of 
advancing the interests of Germany in the 
direction of an ultimate partition of the 
islands or is still in the pay of Spain, as he 
was a year or so ago, is a matter which 
may be more clearly understood in the 
future. 

In the ‘meantime General Otis’ duty is 
to protect the rights of the United States, 
as fixed by the peace protocol, until the final 
settlement of terms of peace by the joint 
commission to meet in Paris next month is 
perfectly clear, and in this it is evidently the 
intention of the administration in Washing- 
ton to support him to the fullest extent. 
If this should involve the necessity of send- 
ing further reinforcements to Manila the 
act will be fully approved by the people of 
the whole country. That the government 
should be prepared for an emergency of this 
sort is not only reasonable but dictated by 
the soundest wisdom. To this end, as Tue 
TRIBUNE has foreseen and repeatedly sug- 
gested, there should be only a partial mus- 
tering out of the regiments now located in 


the various camps throughout the country 


until the outcome of the situation in the 
Philippines, as well as in Cuba and Porto 
Rico, as affected by the attitude of the in- 
surgents, the Spaniards, or any other pow- 
er, can be clearly foreseen. At the same 
time the utmost care should be employed 
for the protection and improvement of the 
health of the soldiers now in camp in order 
to insure the greatest efficiency in case their 
services should be needed in the field.

Proud Record of American Navy in Eu- 

ropean Waters—Why Spain Should 
Not Block Final Peace Terms. | 
In case the most improbable should hap- 


pen and Spain should show herself unwilling 
to accept our final terms of peace, this 


country will have in its victorious navy 


all the coercive power it will need to compel 
Spain’s acceptance, without again cailing 
gut its armies. 

The suggestion has been made that Eu- 
ropean nations might object to the appear- 
ance of our warships in European waters 
as an aggressive act on our part without 
historical precedent. But there is plenty 
of historical precedent for the appearance of 
an American navy with a hostile mission in 
European waters. Our warships have been 
there before on many famous occasions. 

The American navy has a most interest- 
ing European record. The first American 
war vessel seen in European waters was the 
sixteen-gun brig Reprisal, which carried 
Dr. Benjamin Frenklin to France in the 
autumn of 1776 and captured two merchant- 
men as prizes from Great Britain on the 
way. After landing Franklin at Nantes the 
Reprisal sailed for the Bay of Biscay and 
there captured two more British vessels, 
one of them being the King’s packet ply- 
ing between Falmouth and Lisbon. | 

The following year (1777), on Franklin's 
advice, two more American warships, the 


Lexington and the Dolphin, joined the Re- | 


prisal. This littl fleet of three vessels 
went boldly into British waters, made two 
circuits of the Irish coasts, and captured 
fifteen prizes, which were taken across to 
French ports and sold. Thus encouraged, 
the American government sent more war- 
ships to Europe. Captain Connyngham took 
the Surprise and afterward the Revenge 
over there, while Captain Paul Jones took 
the Ranger, and between them they as- 
sailed British shipping most severely. All 
the coasts of Britain were in a state of 
great alarm, as well they might be, for 
according to British testimony there were 
captured during the year 1777 no fewer 
than 753 British vessels, aggregating a total 
loss of between $9,000,000 and $10,000,000. 
In 1779 Captain Paul Jones took a second 
American naval expedition to Europe, 
scoured the coasts of Great Britain again, 
and captured seventeen prizes. : 

In 1798 our first foreign war as an 4 * 
pendent nation came with France. T 
fighting of that war was mostly done in 
the West Indian seas. But there was one 
European incident in it worth recalling. 
The American privateer Louisa, in the fall 
of 1800, fought and successfully repulsed 
several French vessels that came out of 
Algeciras to cut it off. After this ex- 
ploit it sailed into Gibraltar and was re- 
ceived with great enthusiasm by thousands 


of people who had watched the battle from n 


the Rock. 

In 1801, the Bashaw of Tripoli having 
claimed to levy tribute upon our shipping, an 
American ‘“‘ squadron of observation,“ com- 
manded by Captain Richard Dale, was sent 
to the Mediterranean. It consisted of three 
frigates, carrying 112 guns, and a twelve- 
gun schooner. Captain William Bainbridge 
commanded one of the frigates, the Essex. 
Our fleet arrived at Gibraltar on July 1. It 
found in that harbor two Tripolitan cor- 
sairs and blockaded them. The despots of 
all the Barbary States (Tripoli, Tunis, and 
Algiers) protested against this blockade 
and we were soon at war with them all. 
On the waters of the Mediterranean for four 
years thereafter the American flag was a 
familiar sight and the roar of American 
cannon an equally familiar sound, 

On Aug. 1, 1801, our warship the Enter- 
prise, Lieutenant Andrew Sterett, fell in 
off Malta with the warship Tripoli of four- 
teen guns. After an obstinate battle of 
three hours the Tripoli surrendered, hav- 
ing lost twenty killed and thirty wounded. 
The war went on for four years, and in its 
course our fleets, relieved and ‘reinforced 
from time to time, blockaded Algiers, Tunis, 
and Tripoli. On Aug. 3, 1804, Captain 
Preble began the bombardment of Tripon. 
Of nineteen Tripolitan gunboats in the 
harbor three were sunk outright and much 
damage was done to the others. At least 
fifty Tripolitans were killed and twice as 
Tne American loss was 
one killed and thfrteen wounded. But the 
first day’s bombardment was indecisive, 
and there were four more bombardments of 
Tripoli before the Bashaw was brought to 
terms, in 1805, Fe 

In September, 1804, Captain Preble re- 
turned to the United States, and Captain 
Samuel Barron was sent to take command 
of our Mediterranean fleet. When Barron 
arrived at Gibraltar: he found there the 
strongest American naval force that had 
ever assembled under our flag. It consist- 
ed of the forty-four-gun frigate President 
(flagship), Master Commandant Cox; the for- 
ty-four-gun frigate Constitution, Captain 
Stephen Decatur; the thirty-six-gun 
frigate Congress, Captain John Rodgers; 
the thirty-six-gun frigate Constellation, 
Captain Hugh George Campbell; the thirty- 
two-gun frigate Essex, Captain James Bar- 
ron; the sixteen-gun brig Siren, Mas- 
ter Commandant Charles Stewart; the six- 
teen-gun brig Argus, Master Com- 
mandant Isaac Hull, besides three 
schooners of twelve guns each, a ten-gun 
sloop, and several gunboats and bombards. 

A remarkable incident of this war oc- 
curred early in the spring of 1805. William 
Eaton, our Consul at Tunis, collected at 
Alexandria an army of 1,200 men, with the 
aid of the ex-Bashaw of Tripoli, and him- 
self took command of them. He led them 
across the desert of Barca to Derne, the 
capital of the richest province of Tripoli, 
and with the aid of a force of marines and 
guns landed from the ships Derne was as- 
saulted and captured and the American flag 


“hoisted over its fortress. The Bashaw of 


Tripoli, in June, 1805, came to terms and 


relinquished by treaty his claim to levy 


tribute on American commerce. 

The Bey of Tunis was next taken in hand. 
Captain John Rodgers, with thirteen Amert- 
can waships, sailed into the harbor of 

unis and gave the Bey just thirty-six hours 

accept terms of peace like those already 
accepted by the despot of Tripoli. The 
terms were accepted, literally at the can- 
non's mouth. That ended the war with 
the piratical States of Barbary and vindi- 
cated the famous motto, Millions for de- 
fense, not one cent for tribute.“ 

The war of 1812 with Great Britain was 
fought mostly on the great lakes and off 
our own coasts. Yet it included one nota- 
ble engagement in European waters. On 
Feb. 20, 1815, Captain Stewart, with the 
Constitution, was off the Rock of Lisbon, 
when he fell in with and fought the British 
thirty-twe-gun frigate Cyane and the Brit- 
ish twenty-one-gun sloop-of-war Levant, 
capturing them both. 

In February, 1815, war was declared a 
second time against Algiers and a powerful 
fleet of nineteen American war vessels as- 
sembled at Gibraltar on Oct. 6 of that year. 
It consisted of two divisions, one under the 
command of Captain William Bainbridge, 
the other under that of Captain Stephen 
Decatur. In the previous June a bloody 
battle had been fought by Decatur off Cape 
Gala with the Algerian Admiral Rais Ham- 
mida, in which the latter was killed and ‘his 
flagship captured. Tripoli, Tunis, and Al 
giers were one after another visited by 
our fleets, and at each place a treaty was 
dictated which put an end forever, so far 
as American vessels were concerned, to the 
Barbary piracies. 

Ten years later, in May, 1825, American 

spoke again in the Mediterranean. 
eutenant Goldsborough (afterward 
Rear Admiral), in command of four boats . 
and thirty-five men of the United States 
sloop-of-war Porpoise, gave battle a 
Greek pirate ship, killed the pirate chief 
and several of his crew, and recaptured the 
English brig Comet, which the corsair had 
seized. Several of the Mediterranean 
powers formally thanked our government for 
this service against their common foes. 

Yet another memorable demonstration of 
American naval power in E n waters 
occurred just after the close of the War of 
1812 at Naples. A number of American 
vessels had been confiscated by the Neapoli- 
tans during the reign of Joseph Bonaparte 
and Murat. Our Consul was instructed 
to demand an indemnity of $2,000,000. The 
demand was refused. Within a short time 
MK powerful American war vessels lined 
up in the harbor of Naples and trained their 
guns on the city.

Russia and France Lost in the Shuffle, 

The reported alliance between England 
and Germany, if true, means that Russia 
and France are outclassed in the divisions 
of the big Furopean nations, Italy at pres 
ent does not count for much as an ally of 
Germany and Austria, as the load of taxa- 
tion which she is carrying is weighing her 
down seriously.

Cullom Addresses the Natives. 

Senator Cullom in his speech said: : 

_ “ Fellow-citizens; On the 7th of July, o 
a little more than a month ago, the United 
‘States Congress passed a joint resolution 
annexing the Hawaiian Islands to the Unij- 
ed States of America; Soon afterward, after 
Congress adjourned, the President of the 
United States appointed a commission con- 
sisting of your late President Dole, Judge 
Frear, who is here present; Senator Morgan, 
who is down at a friend’s house; Mr. Hitt, 
and myself to meet in thege islands and be- 
come acquainted with the people, consider 
their conditions and interests, and report 
to the next session of Congress what legis- 
lation would be advisable for the future gov- 
ernment of the islands. For one, Iam grati- 
fied to find so intelligent, industrious, and 
worthy a population living on the various 
islands so far as we have gone, and I know 
that I speak for the whole commission when 
I say that we shall be pleased to report to 
Congress such legislation as will be for the 
benefit of the people and not their injury. 
[Applause. ] 
1 observed this harbor down here where 
we landed this morning, and I observed the 
agricultural interests surrounding it—sugar, 
ciffee, and rice—which find a market in other 
places, and I think it would bean advantage 
to you to have that harbor improved so that 
steamers and other vessels may come up to 
your wharf and carry your produce to the 
United States and to other countries, and I 
am sure it will be our pleasure to try to have 
your shipping facilities improved. ; 

“If I know my own heart I know that 1 
have no thought that is not in Sympathy 
with the people of these islands. I recognize 
you peopie as fellow-citizens of the United 
States of America, and rest assyred—and 1 
Say it with all candor, feeling what I say 
and what I know—that so long as the Amer- 
ican union shall endure, today a nation of 
75,000,000 people, just so long shal] the Ha- 
walian Islands be a part of the United States 
of America.” 


Hitt’s Patriotic Words. 

Mr. Hitt said: ‘ Gentlemen and Fellow- 
Citizens: So many years I have studied your 
history and the events that have taken place 
in these islands that I am greatly interested 
to look you in the face—man to man. And 
this is more interesting to me than it ever 
would have been in the time before, be- 
cause you and I are citizens alike of one

— 


and strong—and we will be citizens of it to- 
ther, and our children after us for hun- 
reds of years. [Applause. 

We know what kind of people you are 
from your history—that you have decided 
opinions like ourselves. We are a people 
that disagree and discuss our affairs, and 
finally agree—it is our way, as it is your 
way. That is why we all feel gratified when 
we learn that a large proportion of your peo- 
ple have your own homes, In the effort to 
make your condition better and more com- 
fortable you need not have any fear that any 
insolent ship coming in shall harm you. 
There is an arm stronger than the Captain 
of any ship of war, the arm of the United 
States, that will protect you from all dan- 
ger. We have no ruler—all the people seek 


to promote the benefit of all others. I am |

pal budget, should be applied in payment 
of interest and mortgages overdue on loans 
of 7,000,000 and 3,000,000 pesetas respective- 
ly, and directing the Banco Espanol to 
turn over to the municipal treasury all 
sums collected under these heads, suspend- 
ing this quarter’s payment of interest on 
the bonds issued for these loans. 

Despite the agreement of the council and 
General Blanco’s approval the Banco Es- 
panol decided, in order to maintain credit, 
to advance the money.to pay the interest 
due the bondholders on the loan, protesting 
against the council's agreement as ‘‘a di- 
rect violation of the vested property rights, 
respect for which is the social and economic 
basis of any country.”’ 

The local government is in debt to all 
its civil employés. It owes eight months’ 
salary to those appointed before the estab- 
lishment of autonomy in the island, and four 
months’ salary to those named since.

| MAROUISE DE FONTENOY'S LEPTER. 


(Copyright. 1898, by the Marquise de Fontenoy. | 
Among the many evidences of unfriendli- 


| ness towards the United States which Aus- 


tria has given of late is her refusal to com- 


ply with the suggestion received from the 


Washington government to advance the 
rank of her Envoy in this country to that 


of a full-fledged Ambassador. 


President McKinley is anxious to promote 


Mr. Charlemagne Tower to the grade of an 


Ambassador, in order that he may take a 


place proportionate to the grandeur and im- 


portance of the United States at all court 
ceremonies and official functions, notably 


at the festivities which are about to be 
held in connection with the Emperor’s jubi- 
lee. But he cannot do so unless Austria 
undertakes to give a corresponding status 
to her representative at Washington. 

Spain maintains an Ambassador at the 
court of Vienna, and as matters stand now 
he will by reason of his superior diplomatic 
rank walk far in advance of the United 
States representative, and receive all sorts 
of honors and compiiments that are with- 
held from the latter. 

Thus Ambassadors have a right toa seat 
at the table of the sovereign and of the 
reigning family at all court or official func- 
tions, whereas the Ministers Plenipotentiary 


have to take their chances with the crowd 


of getting anything to eat. The Ambassa- 


ders figure in the royal and imperial pro- 


cession, whereas the Ministers do not. And 
at the forthcoming ceremonies in connection 
with the jubilee of the Emperor the Am- 
bassador of vanquished Spain will sit in the 
front row with the Ambassadors of Turkey, 
Italy, Russia, Great Britain, France, and 
Germany, while the United States Minister 
will have to take his place far away in the 
rear beside the Ministers of Switzerland, 
Portugal, Greece, Servia, and of the petty 
South American republics. 


— 
The Austrian government, in the person of 
Count Golouchowski, the Minister of For- 
eign Affairs, being apparently glad of the 
opportunity afforded of inflicting a slight 
upon the United States government, has re- 


|) sponded to the communications of the latter 


on the subject that Austro-Hungary was 
not in such a pecuniary position as to allow 
her to make a ncedless outlay, the salary of 
an Austrian Ambassador being just double 
that of a Minister. Moreover, Count Go- 
louchowskl has shown no hesitation in stat- 
ing that Spain is so deeply humiliated al- 
ready by her recent disasters that the Aus- 
trian government does not propose to offend 
the Queen Regent and the Spanish govern- 
ment by granting to the United States in- 
creased diplomatic importance at the pres- 
ent juncture. | 

So great is the irritation at the White 
House and State department in connection 
with this response on the part of Austria 
that President McKinley is seriously con- 
sidering the advisability of withdrawing 
Mr. Charlemagne Tower, and replace him 
with a mere Charge d Affaires, both at the 
jubilee festivities and afterwards, until the 
Austrian government sees fit to comply with 
the United States’ suggestion without refer- 
ence to the wishes and sentiments of Spain in 
the matter. 
| — 
There is no country that takes a higher 
hand in these questions of diplomatic eti- 
quette than Austria, which frequently re- 
sorts to methods of this kind for the purpose 


of inflicting slights upon foreign govern- 


ments which happen to have in one way or 
another incurred her displeasure. : 
Thus in the early part of the reign of 
Napoleon III. Austria, with a view of show- 
ing her contempt for the parvenu char- 
acter of the court of the Tuileries, nom- 
irated as her Ambassador to that court the 
most plebeian born of all the members of her 
diplomatic service—namely: M. Hubner, 
who, the son of a village cobbler of the name 
of Hafenbroedel, owed his admission to the 
Giplomatic service and his subsequent rise 


in its ranks to à peculiar kind of poodle 


dog. 

The late Princess Metternich, wife of the 
great Chancellor of that name, was passion- 
ately fond of poodles. The mops of the 
Princess died, and inasmuch as the par- 
ticular breed was believed to have become 
extinct she was inconsolable. By some 
means or other young Hafenbroedel, who 
had just started upon his career as a ped- 
dling tinker, was able to secure for the 
Princess another mops resembling ex- 
actly the one which she had lost. | 

Her joy was intense, and she testified her 
gratitude to the young tinker by not only 
paying him handsomely, but also by finding 
him a place as messenger in the office of her 
husband. The latter eventually discovered 
in the ex-tinker the qualities of a perfect 
private secretary, conceived almost an 2f- 
fection for him, and caused him to abandon 
the paternal name of Hafenbroedel for that 
of Hubner. : 

After Napoleon had made himself Emperor 
Prince Schwartzenberg, who had succeeded 
Metternich as Chancellor, was much em- 
barrassed as to whom to send as Austrian 
representative to Paris. Young Emperor 
Francis Joseph was at the time following 
in the wake of Czar Nicholas, who refused 
to address the self-made French sovereign 
as M. Mon Frere,’ or to recognize him 
in any way as a brother monarch. 

The French government protested against 
the nomination of Hubner, who was ulti- 
mately selected for the post, declaring that 
a Hohenlohe, Esterhazy, or some other great 
Austrian magnate would have been pre- 
ferred to the ci-devant Hafenbroedel. 

To this suggestion the Austrian govern- 
rcent replied with characteristic imperti- 
nence that to have sent a member of an an- 
cient asd illustrious house to Paris would not 
have constituted a sufficient recognition of 
the crowned democracy, re@stablished in 
France. Napoleon had his revenge in 1859 
when he inflicted so crushing a defeat upon 
Austria, which was not only compelled to 
withdraw her plebeian-born Envoy at the 
outset of the war, but to replace him on the 
restoration of peace with one of her grandest 
nobles—namely: Prince Metternich. 

‘ 
Austria is the only civilized power that 
continues to decline to hold any diplomatic 
intercourse whatsoever with the Republic of 
Mexico, owing to the conduct of the latter 
in putting to death more than thirty years 
ago Emperor Maxmilian, the brother of the 
ruler of Austro- Hungary. 

Austria, too, is the only government that 
has the impertinence to send abroad as its 
representative Envoys, whose wives, although 
claiming and receiving in foreign countries 
the prerogatives of Ambassadresses, do not 
enjoy the right of presentation at the court 
of Vienna, and who are unknown by sight 
even to the members of the imperial family. 

It is perfectly true that in the majority of 
these cases the ladies have nothing against 


them, save a deficiency of blue blood and 


of ancestry, the sole reason for their being 
debarred from admission to the court of 
Vienna being their plebeian birth,or their lack 
— a sufficient number of nobiliary quarter- 

This was the case of Baroness Schwartz- 
Senborn, whose husband long represented 
his country at Washington. She had never 


‘been presented to the Empress, to any of 
the Archduchesses, or even to the Emperor 


ir. her life, and had never crossed the thresh- 
old of the imperial palace. 

Be the disadvantagé under which these 
ladtes labor what it may it is manifestly 
a piece of gross discourtesy to send as Am- 
bassador abroad a diplomat whose wife, al- 
though Austria claims for her the rank of 
Ambassadress in the country to which her 
husband is accredited, is not considered so- 


clally qualified to be admitted to either court 
functions or official receptions at Vienna. 


It is relatively easy to discover whether 
an Austrian Ambassadress enjoys the 
entrée to the court of Vienna. If@he does 


‘so she will almost invariably possess the 
Order of the Star Cross, of which the Em-

President Lambert and Other Officials 
Back and Give Status of Consoli- 
dation Deal—Locals Weak. 


President John Lambert of the Ayperican|! 
Steel and Wire company, and a late di- 
rectors who attended the steel promoters’ 
conferences in New York, at which partici- 


cussed, have returned tothecity. Following 
is an authoritative statement of the situation 
as respects steel and wire, given yesterday 
by one of the party who was in New York: 

Our meeting with the committee of ten 
in New York led to an exchange of views on 
the subject of our coming into the Federal 
Steel company.

The committee, which included repre- 
sentatives of the Minnesota Iron; the Illinois 
Steel, and the Joliet and Eastern road, was 
only invested by the directors of these com- 
panies with authority to plan consolidation 
of the three companies, and the purchase of 
others at what they deemed fair valuations. 
To the directory of the Federal Steel com- 
pany, which, according to the broad terms of 
the charter to be applied for under the laws 
of New Jersey, is to have almost absolute 
power over the affairs of the company, with- 
out the necessity of calling on stockholders 
ratification of their own acts, will be referred 
the question of effecting mergers with other 
companies.

The dntire tone of the wholesale dries 
market continues active and strong. These 
have been the ruling conditions since the 
midsummer months, and there is every indi- 
cation of their continuance.. Prices, instead 
of showing much fluctuation, remain steady 
and strong. With a good volume of business 
this state of things is rather more satis- 


factory to the trade than if values were dis-
